TO 



Transfer from the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty to a Special Commission certain 
Powers for the Improvement of the Harbour of 
Wexford, and for other Purposes relating thereto. 



HEREAS under the Provisions of “ The Wexford Harbour Preamble. 
Embankment Act, 1852,” the Lords ( 'ommissioners of 
the Admiralty appointed Three Commissioners for the 
Purpose of constructing Works for deepening and improving the 
5 Harbour of Wexford, under the Name of “ The Admiralty Commis- 
sion for improving Wexford tlarbour ; ” and it is expedient that the 
Powers vested in the said Admiralty Commission by the said recited 
Act should be transferred to a Special Commission for improving the 
Harbour of Wexford to be appointed under the Provisions of this 
10 Act : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Sphitual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Wexford Short Title. 
15 Harbour Transfer of Powers Act, I860.”

Interpreta- II. In the Construction and for the Purposes of this Act, unless 
tion of there be something in the Subject or Context repugnant to such 

Teims. Construction, the following Words shall have the Meanings hereby- 
assigned to them ; (that is to say,) 

The Words “ Special Commission” shall mean the Special Commis- 5 
sion for improving the Harbour of Wexford to be appointed 
under the Provisions of this Act : 

The Words “ Lord Lieutenant ” shall mean the Lord Lieutenant or 
other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time 
being. 



Appoint- III. The Improvement of the Harbour of Wexford authorized by 
this Act shall be carried into effect by Means of Five Commissioners, 
iXaion. under the Name and Style of “ The Special Commission for improving 
the Harbour of Wexford,” and One of such Commissioners shall be a 
Commissioner of Public Works in Ireland for the Time being, and 15 
another of such Commissioners shall be a Merchant of the Port of 
Wexford ; and so often as any Commissioner so appointed shall die or 
resign, or shall for Six Months continuously cease to act, then and in 
every such Event the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland shall nominate and 
appoint a Successor in the Room and Stead of the Commissioner so 20 
dying, resigning, or ceasing to act ; and it shall be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant to revoke, at his Discretion, the Appointment of 
any Commissioner so appointed by him as aforesaid, and to appoint 
another Commissioner in lieu of the Commissioner whose Appointment 
shall be so revoked. 26

Paymaster General : Be it enacted, That in lieu of the 1 onnage 
Rates so payable to the said Paymaster General it shall be lawful for Harbor

It shall be lawful for Her Majesty’s Paymaster General for 
the Time being and he is hereby required to pay to the Special 
Commission all such Sums of Money as the Wexford Ha.rbour 
20 Embankment Company or the Wexford Harbour Commissioners 
shall have paid or shall hereafter pay to the said Paymaster General, 
pursuant to the Provisions of the said recited Act, subject to such 
Deductions only as the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
shall consider to be equitable and shall direct, Regard being had to 
25 the Efficiency of the Works already executed by the said Admiralty 
Commission. 

VIII The Commissioners of Public Works, with the Approval of 
the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, may mate Advauces 
by way of Grant for the Improvement of the said Harbour oi 
30 Wexford, and the Pisheries in connexion therewith, to an Amount 
not exceeding in the whole the Sum of Ten thousand Pounds, out of 
any Monies vested in the said Commissioners ot Public Works, under

X. The “ Special Commission,” with the Approval of the Coramis- 5 
sioner of Her Majesty’s Treasury, may borrow on the fSecurity of the 
several Sums of Money to be from Time to Time paid by the 
Wexford Harbour Commissioners to the Paymaster General, and by 
him to be paid from Time to Time to the .Special Commission, and 
also upon the Guarantee of the County of Wexford herein-after 10 
mentioned, any Sum or .Sums of Money not exceeding in the whole 
the .Sum of Eighty thousand Pounds, at such Rate of Interest as may- 
be approved of bj'^ the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to 
be applied to the Piu-poses of this Act.

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XII. And whereas under the Provisions of au Act passed in the 
Ninth and Tenth Years of Her present Majesiy, Chapter Three, the 
Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland are authorized, in certain 25 
Cases therein mentioned, to ascertain and determine the County or 
District, as the Case may be, which, in their Opinion, will be benefited 
by the Construction or Improvement of Piers and Harbours available 
for Fishery Purposes under the said Act, and which, having regard to 
the Regulations therein contained, ought, in their Opinion, to seem-e 30 
or become chargeable with the Repayment of such Portion of the Cost 
of such Works as shall be advanced by the said Commissioners by 
way of Loan: Be it enacted, That if at any Time the said Commis- 
sioners of Public Works shall determine that the County of Wexford 
ought, in their Opinion, to secure or become chargeable with the 35 
Interest payable on any Sum of Money -which shall he advanced by 
way of Loan for the Construction of any Work authorized by this 
Act, and for the better securing any Money- borrowed under the 
Provisions of this Act, it shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of the 
County of Wexford, if such Grand Jury shall so thinlr fit, at any 40 
Assizes held for such County to resolve that a Guarantee not 
exceeding the Amount herein-after mentioned should be given to

Grand Jury shall agree to such Resolution, a Sum of Money shall bo 
presented and contributed by the County of Wexford in aid of any

tons thereof shall be deposited at the Admiralty Office, Whitehall 20 
for the Approval of the Lords of the Admiralty, and no Part of the 
said Works shall be commenced until the same shall be approved of 
by the Lords of the Admiralty, such Approval to be signified bv 
Wntmg under the Hand of the Secretary of the Admiralty.

Paymaster General out of the Revenues of the said Harbour of 
Wexford which may remain after paying the Interest of the Money 
borrowed by the Special Commission under the Authority of this 
Act as a Sinking Fund to be applied in paying off the Principal 
15 Sums of Money so borrowed. 

XXL AH Monies which shall come into the Hands of “ the Application 
Special Commission” under the Authority of this Act shall be applied 
for the Purposes herein-after specified, and for no other Purpose ^ 
whatsoever; (that is to say,) 

20 First. — The Monies annually received in respect of the Rates on 

Goods authorized to be levied under the Provisions of this Act, 
and the Monies arising out of the Tonnage Rates authorized to 
be levied before the passing of this Act, shall be applied towards 
the Payment of the Annual Expenses incurred in carrying this 
25 Act into execution, and in the Payment of Interest on any Monies 
borrowed under the Provisions of this Act, and in forming a 
Sinking Fund, as herein-before mentioned, for the Payment of 
the Principal Sums of Monies so borrowed.

XXII. Nothing in this Act contained shall extend to require the Xotliingin
